HENDAYE, Franco - Spanish 
Frontier,Jan. 5.—A renewed strug- 
gle for strategic Teruel in eastern 
Spain raged today in’ the height 
of the Aragon winter. 

Governmeént advices said their 
defending airmen, machine-gun- 
ners and artillerymen poured lead 
with devastating effect into the re- 
inforced ranks of Insurgents at- 
tempting to push into the provin- 
cial capital from the northwest 
and south. 

The two armies, described by 
both sides.as one of the greatest 
concentrations of the civil war, 
fought in deep snow on the out- 
skirts of Teruel, while within the 
city government forces still tried 
to wipe out a. bitterly-resisting 
Insurgent garrison. 

Insurgents said their soldiers, 
driving ahead in an effort to cap- 
ture the city “within three days,” 
pushed forward more than a mile 
through snow that was sometimes 
three feet deep along the -front 
northwest of Teruel. 


a heavy fog over the Corbalan 
mountains, east of the main com- 
bat zone, covered a score of gov- 
ernment field guns which, they de- 
clared, “annihilated” one-fourth 
of the Navarrese and Foreign Le- 
gionnaires of the attacking Insur- 
gents.

FOR U. S. DEFENSE 


President Shapes Request 
for Even More Funds 
To Build Bigger Navy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt asked con- 
gress today for record peacetime 
national defense appropriations of 
$991,300,000, and simultaneously 
began shaping a request for even 
greater funds, 

While his annual budget mes- 
sage, asking nearly a billion dol- 
lars for the army and navy in 
the 1939 fiscal year, was being 
read to the senate and house, he 
conferred at the White House with 
legislators and naval: officials 
about a special message asking a 
supplemental outlay for a bigger 
navy. 

Chairman Taylor, Democrat, 
Colorado, of the house appropria= 
tions committee, one of -the_con- 
ferees, said the message would be 
dispatched: “as soon as -conven- 


ient.” 
Warship Building. 

From others at the conference 
came hints the m ould ask 
a basic new warship building pro- 
gram for several years to come, 
replacing the 1934 Vinson-Tram- 
mell . act. . 

Pending such action, he recom- 
mended allotting $569,827,000 to 
the navy and $418,796,000 to the 
army, plus emergency funds which 
would swell the defense total to 
$991,300,000. This total was 98 
per cent higher than that of the 
budget five ;ears removed—1934.

Third Sought for Bug Hear- 
ing and Fourth Is 
Serving Term. 


Two Hall brothers, Ben and 
Bud, faced a hearing yesterday on 
revocation of their lottery sen- 
tence suspensions as authorities 
sought another brother, Leonard, 
for a similiar hearing. A fourth 
brother, Clayton, is serving a five- 
year lottery term. 

Superior Court Judge E. E. Pom- 
eroy continued the trial until to- 
day after “witnesses gave evidence 
charging the two had violated 
terms of their suspensions. 


Five Pleaded Guilty. 


Investigators sought Leonard 
Hall, who with five of his brothers 
and 16 others pleaded guilty Oc- 
tober 22 to lottery activities and 
received a fine and a five-year 
suspended sentence. He is charg- 
ed with conspiring with Bud and 
Ben to revive the “bug” racket, 

At the -hearing, Henry Lewis, 
convicted negro pick-up man, tes- 
tified he had worked for several 
of the Hall brothers since the sen- 
tences were suspended. He said 
he was doing lottery work for 
Altus Hall and had had lottery 
dealings with Ben, Bud and Leon- 
ard.

ESTIMATES MADE NINE 
MONTHS IN ADVANCE 


The first step calls for the pre- 
sentation, before the 15th of Sep- 
tember, by every department and 
agency head, of estimates of ap- 
propriations for the fiscal year 
be ing the first day of the fol- 
lowing July—in other words at 
least 9 months before the spend- 
ing of the money car begin. 
These estimates, carefully pre- 
pared by the budget officers and 
other officials of each department 
and agency, are intended to rep- 
resent what they consider the 
minimum needs of the work as-, 
signed to them by law. 

Thereupon the director of the 
budget presents these totals to the 
President who without taking up 
the thousands of separate items 
asks the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for estimates of the total 
amount of tax receipts which the 
government may obtain during 

€ 12 months beginning 9 
onths later. This estimate by 
the Secretary of the Treasury is 
urnished him by civil service ex- 
perts who have long-standing ex- 
perience with the whole subject 
of forecasting economic condi- 
tions in what may well be call- 
ed the remote future. These ex- 
perts call attention to the fact 
that they are asked to guess what 
the economic status—and there- 
fore the tax receipts—will be 
during the fiscaj, year beginning 
the first of the following July. 
HOW BUDGET IS MADE 
EXPLAINED BY PRESIDENT 


If the forecast of tax receipts 
made by these experts, who are 
at least of equal competence with 
the experts of the largest banks 
and industrial corporations of the 
United States, show that the de- 
partmental estimates of expendi- 
tures will exceed the estimated 
tax receipts, the President in- 
structs the cirector of the budget 
to make every possible effort as 
a result of his héarings to pare 
the departmental estimates in 
order to reduce the total. 

During the months of Novem- 
ber and December and after the 
hearings have béen held by the 
director of the budget, he pres- 
ents to the President the total 
estimates with his recommenda- 
tions. 

Again the President obtains 
from the Treasury Department a 
check-up on estimated revenue 
during the year beginning the 
following ist of July. If the new 
report shows a probable falling 
off of revenue, he makes every 
effort with the assistance of the 
director of the budget to make 
further reductions before approv- 
ing the final department and 
agency budgets. 
wIMITATIONS ARE PLACED 
DN CHIEF EXECUTIVE 


It should be remembered that 
the laws provide that the de- 
partments and agencies. shall 
carry out certain duties. By 
there laws, the President and the 
director of the budget are, in ef- 
fect, prohibited from eliminating 
government functions or curtail- 
ing them to the point of ineffec- 
tiveness. 

The result is that the Presi- 
dent and the director of the 
budget arrive at a figure for each 
department and agency which 
they believe to be the proper 
amount under which the func- 
tions required by law can be car- 
ried out with reasonable effi- 
ciency. 

During the final two weeks of 
the calendar year, the President 
obtains once more from the 
Treasury Department its final 
estimates of tax revenues during 
the fiscal year which begins more 
than six months later. 

Since the tax revenues from 
practically every major. source 
depend on business conditions 
during that future fiscal year the 
Treasury's figures of necessity 
are based on a prophecy of busi- 
ness conditions beginning six 
months later and ending 18 
months later. 


‘FLEXIBILITY OF BUSINESS 
BUDGETS IS COMPARED 


Business concerns are more for- 
tunate. They also lay out pro- 
grams months and even a year 
and a half in advance. But their 
programs are flexible. They are 
controlled currently by the con- 
dition of business, which per- 
mits the making of; necessary 
changes from month to month 
and even from week to week.

Another class of expenditures, 
which, though subject to some 
measure of administrative con- 
trol, does not afford opportun: 
ity for large reductions, is made 
up of those which carry on the 
normal, everyday operations of 
the government. For example, the 
major part of the appropriations 
for the state department is re- 
quired to pay the reasonable sal- 
aries of consuls, diplomatic 
agents, secretarial staffs and min- 
isters who represent American 
interests in every part of the 
world. 


RELIEF OBLIGATIONS 
FORM LARGE SHARE 


The third type of expenditure 
is represented by the major ef- 
fort of the government to help 
the economic security of large 
groups of citizens in every part 
of the country who, for many 
reasons, definitely require some 
form of government assistance. 
This includes various kinds of aid 
to save farms and homes from 
foreclosure, to furnish work re- 
lief for needy able-bodied unem- 
ployed, and to provide old-age 
pensions, unemployment insur- 
ance and other assistance under 
the social-security program. Ob- 
ligations such as these, though 
large in amount, can be reduced 
only by depriving a very large 
proportion of our population of 
benefits which modern civiliza- 
tion insists on. 

The final category includes 

items of public expenditure for 
capital improvements—such ‘:s 
new highways, new river and 
harbor projects, new flood con- 
trol, new public buildings, new 
reclamation projects, and other 
new public works. All.of these 
items can be contracted or ex- 
panded to conform with the con- 
traction or expansion of govern- 
ment income. 


RECOMMENDS CURTAILING 
PUBLIC ROADS PROGRAM 

This year I recommend that 
such items be curtailed. First, be- 
cause expected government in- 
come will be less, and second, be- 
cause it has been amply demon- 
strated that they do not provide 
as much work as do other meth- 
ods of taking care of the unem- 
ployed. 

For example, we have appro- 
priated as federal aid to new per- 
manent state highways almost 
$1,500,000,000 during the past 5 
years; and an equal sum has been 
spent during the same period for 
constructing, repairing. and im- 
proving roads and streets by fed- 
eral agencies administering un- 
employment relief. These vast 
expenditures have put our high- 
way systems far in advance of 
what would have been normal 
expansion. I do not propose elim- 
inating federal aid to highways, 
but I do ask that such aid be 
restored to approximately the 
pre-depression figures. 

We have a great accumulation 
of unliquidated “matching” au- 
thorizations for aid to states run- 
ning into the year 1940—but the 
States also should be encouraged 
to bring their highway budgets 
back to a more normal figure. 
Therefore I hope that the con- 
gress will start at this session to 
cut down the actual appropria- 
tions used to match state funds. 


FAVORS MORE MONEY 
FOR FLOOD CONTROL 

For the ten years up to June 
30, 1933, the federal government 
spent an average of $40,000,000 
a year for river and harbor im- 
provements. During the past five 
years we have spent an aver- 
age of over $100,000,000 a year. 
Meanwhile, a justified demand 
for greater protection against 
floods has developed. Flood pro- 
tection is necessary and in this 
budget I am curtailing the esti- 
mates for new river and harbor 
improvements in order to provide 
more money for flood emergen- 
cies, 

Reclamation projects have been 
started which will call for future 
appropriations of nearly $600,- 

000. It seems obvious to me 
and I hope it will be to the con- 
gress, that no further projects 
Should be authorized until proj- 
ects now under construction have 
reached a sybstantial stage of 
completion. 
OPPOSES BUILDING 
FEDERAL STRUCTURES 

During the past five years we 
have built more than 1,100 new 
federal buildings—almost dou- 
bling the number of such build- 
ings throughout the country. It 
is true that this saves the rent- 
ing of buildings but to offset that 
saving we are paying in many 
cases far more for maintenance 
of these new buildings than we 
formerly paid for leasing private 
quarters. Except for meeting the 
problem of adequate housing for 
government departments and 
agencies in the District of Colum- 
bia, I am strongly of the opinion 
that the public-building program 
should be restricted to the com- 
paratively small number of proj- 
ects where the capital investment 
will be returned through savings 
in annual operating costs. 

EXPENDITURES—The most 
important fact of this budg- 
et is the reduction of $539,000,- 
000 in the estimated expenditures 
for the fiscal year 1939. They 
amount to $6,869,000,000, compar- 
ed with estimateti expenditures 
during the current fiscal year of 
1938 of $7,408,000,000.

I refer spe- 
cifically to the possibility that 
due to world conditions over 
which this nation has no control, 
I may find it necessary to request 
additional appropriations for na- 
tional defense. Furthermore, the 
economic situation may not im- 
prove—and if it does not, I ex- 
pect the approval of congress and 
the public for additional appro- 
priations if they become neces- 
sary to save thousands of Amer- 
ican families from dire need. 

REVENUES—During the first 
10 months of the calendar year 
1937 business conditions im- 
proved materially and it was the 
consensus of opinion in govery- 
ment and in business circles that 
the improvement would be main- 
tained in 1938. There was every 
reason to expect that the rev- 
enues for the fiscal year 1939 
would be greater than the ex- 
pected revenues for 1938 and 
that with a reduction in the cost 
of relief, the total expenditures 
for 1939 would greatly decline. 
That was the basis for our ex- 
pectation of a balanced budget 
for the fiscal year 1939. 


OUTLOOK CHANGED 
BY RECENT “RECESSION” 


The recent recession in busi- 
ness has changed that outlook. 
Today it is necessary to revise 
the estimates of revenues. They 
will be less than we had antici- 
pated. They will, as far as we 
can tell, remain below our esti- 
mated necessary expenditures. 

We hope that the calendar 
year 1938 will bring an improve- 
ment in business conditions and, 
therefore, in tax receipts. The 
Treasury, leaning to the con- 
servative side, predicts some im- 
provement over the present level, 
but does not assume in its fig- 
ures that business in the calen- 
dar year 1938 will reach as high 
a level as in the calendar year. 
1937. 

The present estimate of rev- 
enue for the fiscal year 1939 is 
$5,919,000,000 compared with the 
present estimate of receipts for 
the fiscal year 1938 of $6,320,- 

,.000—or, in other words, a 
falling off of $401,000,000. 


LOOKS FOR ANNUAL 
DECREASE IN DEFICIT

WANTS POWER TO VETO 
SOME APPROPRIATIONS. 


A respectable difference of 
opinion exists as to whether a 
similar item veto power could 
be given to the President by leg- 
islation or whether a constitu- 
tional amendment would be nec- 
essary. I strongly recommend 
that the present congress adopt 
whichever course it may deem to 
be the correct one. 


COMMODITY CREDIT COR- 
PORATION — At present the 
funds for the operations of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
are provided through allocations 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. Such losses as the 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
may sustain upon its commodity 
loans .remain aan_ indefinite 
charge against the Treasury un- 
til the liquidation of the Recon- 
struction Finance ‘Corporation. 


In order to provide for an an- 
nual review of the operations of 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion and of its annual net cest to 
the government, I recommend the 
enactment by the congress of 
legislation which will require an 
annual appraisal of the assets of 
the corporation, and, as a means 
of providing funds to make and 
guarantee its loans, provide the 
corporation with adequate cap- 
ital and authorize the issuance 
by it of obligations guaranteed by 
the United States. Congress 
would be advised annually of the 
corporation’s net profit or loss 
and be in a position to make 
such appropriations as might be 
necessary to meet any annual im- 
pairment of the capital of the 
corporation that would result 
pone losses sustained upon its 
oans.

UP TO THE VOTERS 

Despite the recommendations and appeals 
of numerous groups of citizens, including the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Retail Merchants’ 
Association, the Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
the League of Women Voters and the Fulton 
county grand jury, the county executive com- 
mittee has refused to set a fall date for the 
primary to select new county officials, The 
date set by the committee is March 2. 

The committee, however, provided for a ref- 
erendum on the late primary issue. Every 
voter will thus have opportunity to make 
known his wishes when he casts his ballot of 
March 2.

The issues cannot be so clearly 
defined nor so well understood when the vot- 
ing is done so far ahead of the date, January 
1, when the successful candidates will assume 
office. Therefore the general interest is at a 
much lower tide and there is a tendency 
among the voters as a whole to stay away from 
the polls. 

This tendency, however, does not hold 
among the officeholders themselves, among the 
employes in their offices, their families and 
friends. Thus the politician, whose only ob- 
ject is re-election, prefers the early primary. 
He knows that those who would vote for him 
under any circumstances will be out 100 per 
cent strong, while the opposition, if any, will 
have much greater difficulty in getting its 
backers to the polls than later in the year. 


In order that an end can be put to the 
early primary evil, there should be an out- 
pouring of voters on March 2. In this event, 
there would be little doubt of an overwhelm- 
ing approval of a late primary. 

If the voters, who have evidenced so strong 
a desire for the late primary, fail to turn out 
and vote for it, in the referendum of March 2, 
they will have nobody but thems¢lves to blame. 
They are given the opportunity to demand a 
beneficial change and it is now up to them. 

It is too late to do anything about the pri- 
mary date for this year. Regardless of little 
understood issues, of vital matters on which 
the voters desire more time for study, regard- 
less of the possible creation of “lame ducks” in 
office, the committee has decided the vote must 
be cast on March 2. 

But, by voting for the late primary on the 
referendum ballot, Atlantans and residents of 
Fulton county can make sure that the early 
primary evil will be outlawed in all future 
county elections. 


WILLIAM WASHINGTON LARSEN 

A Georgia stalwart passes into history with 
the death of former Congressman William 
Washington Larsen. 

Congressman Larsen illustrated anew, by 
his life, the ancient story of American oppor- 
tunity for the boy born in ordinary circum- 
Stances. He was the son of a blacksmith- 
farmer and was born in a log cabin near Ha- 
gan, then in Tattnall county, but now in Evans 
county. 

Poverty and the need for his services on the 
family farm compelled the boy to delay his 
education until an unusually late period in life. 
‘He worked at various jobs to pay his way 
through school and began his career as a 
school teacher. Later he studied law and filled 
his first public office when he was solicitor of 
the city court of Swainsboro from 1900 to 1905. 
_ He was secretary to Governor Joe Brown in 
1910-11, resuming his legal career after this 
. Capitol experience. He filled the unexpired 
term when Judge K. H. Hawkins, of the Dublin 
Superior court, died, and then ran for congress 
from his home district. He was elected and 
‘served as congressman for eight consecutive 
terms, ending his career at Washington in 1933, 
when he did not offer for re-election. 


' He was best known in congress for his in- 
‘terest in and expert knowledge of farm legis- 
dation. He was also a strong advocate of fed- 
‘eral participation in highway construction and 
was joint author with Senator Walter F. 
‘George of the bill to classify naval stores as 
‘a farm commodity, thus making them eligible 
for government farm loans.

Under the present laws Georgia is in the 
anomalous position of having a large traffic in 
liquor, with the state receiving not a dollar of 


- revenue tn the form of either licenses or taxes. 


Instead, this revenue is going into the pockets 
of the bootleggers, to finance the activities of 
crime and to provide a prize for which gang- 
sters and hi-jackers are willing to break any 
laws, even those against. murder. 

In the large cities of the state it has, for 


years, been convincingly demonstrated that it 


is impossible to enforce the dry laws. The flood 


of liquor, even though outlawed, cannot be 


dammed while the great majority of the voters 
disapprove the law against it, 

It will be inestimably better, both for the 
cause of temperance and for the state treasury, 
if liquor is legalized, thus making it possible 
to rigidly control the conditions of its sale and 
at the same time divert a fair portion of its 
revenue from the coffers of criminals to the 
treasury of the state. 

There are two schools of thought in the 
legislature as to the most desirable method of 
controlling liquor after it is made legal. 
group advocates. state-operated liquor stores, 
while the other favors private stores under 
rigid state control. 

The latter method would probably prove 
the most satisfactory. Enforcement of condi- 
tions of sale, hours of closing, etc., would be 
more direct under private operation and at the 
same time there could be no criticism against 
state entry into a field which logically belongs 
to private enterprise. 

There has been, of recent years, marked in- 
crease in governmental activity in business. In 
all branches there has been a multiplication of 
bureaus ahd employes. 

The less the state government dabbles in 
business, the better. State operation of liquor 


stores would involve a new governmental de-. 


partment or bureau and the employment of 
numbers of new state paid workers. 

It would be better to leave the operation of 
the stores to private enterprise, with the state 
and the local government agencies merely ex- 
ercising a constant watchfulness to see that 
the laws under which these places are to be 
conducted are meticulously observed. 

The experience in most states shows that 
privately-operated stores, properly controlled, 
are far more satisfactory than state-operated 
stores or dispensaries. Remember the South 
Carolina dispensary scandals! 

Legalizing liquor in the larger cities of the 
State will not increase consumption. It is al- 
ready sold openly in most of these cities. Some, 
even, permit saloons to operate under city 
license, in direct violation of the state law, re- 
garding the dry statute as unenforceable and 
practically repealed by local custom, anyway. 

Even without any increase in. total con- 


- sumption, however, licenses and—excise taxes 


on all liquor sold will bring a large annual 


‘revenue to the state and to the local govern- 


ments. For the sake of revenue, for the sake 
of enforceable law and for the sake of tem- 
perance, the liquor trade should be taken away 
from the bootleggers and put into the hands 
of responsible, law-abiding citizens,

was just being slightly 
overgenerous in tossing off his $100,000,000,000 figure, since the 
economists seem to think there’s such a thing as having too much 
money. But his ultimate figure of $90,000,000,000 looks like an ora- 
torical approximation of the national,income goal arrived at in a 
serious and fascinating study of the problem. This study was pre- 
pared some time ago by government ex , for the private eyes of 
the President and his most important lieutenants. 

The experts concluded that the most desirable national income 
would be $87,000,000,000. This would mean a 10 per cent rise in 
prices from their present level. It would mean a reduction in un- 
employment to 3,000,000, or the level at which no one is jobless but. 
the unemployables and the irreducible and constantly changing 
group to whom labor turnover has brought a couple of wageless 


weeks, 
It would mean a standard of living slightly higher than that of 


-1929, and it would mean a volume of production about 20 per cent 


greater than the 1929 volume. It would mean such government 
control3 as we have now to prevent the recurrence of 1929's evils, 
but no such serious alterations in the structure of our society as 
the same experts think would be necessitated by a $100,000,000,000 


income. 


EXPERTS AND MAGIC Economics is a mysterious age 


with all the glorious accuracy o 
weather forecasting on the old bunion and shinbone system. Nev- 
ertheless, it’s interesting to see how the President’s experts arrived 
at their figure of $87,000,000,000 for the desirable national income, 
and why they predicted an income of that amount would bring with 
it a 10 per cent price rise and all the other things. 

As to the price rise, the study which was made some time be- 
fore the recession set in, sets forth the theory that since the really 
prosperous days there has been a dislocation among the national 
industries. 

Some industries, the experts said, would go to capacity produc- 
tion long before others. Therefore, considerable price rises in the 
promptly profitable industries would be unavoidable before the lag- 
gard industries could catch up. They set 10 per cent as the maxi- 
mum price rise which could be permitted without peril of further 
dislocations. | 

The actual size of the proposed income was governed by the ex- 

perts’ notion of the income necessary to bring full re-employment 
by 1939. They assumed, to start -with, that 3,000,000 represents the 
minimum of unemployment. They took 9,500,000 as the jobless total 
for 1936, and concluded that 1,800,000 more persons would be added 
to the labor market by 1939. That gave them about 8,000,000 work- 
ers to be absorbed by industry before full re-employment could 
come. 
Thus the 20 per cent increase in production, the general pre- 
diction as to living standards, and the experts’ belief that the whole 
business could be managed wtihout very violent changes in gov- 
ernmental method. .

NEW YORK.—The British gov- 
ernment announced that after 
January 1 radio stations in Eng- 
land would begin a regular broad- 
cast program in Arabic, Spanish, 
Italian and German. This is in 
the first place to be seen as an 
ahswer to Mussolini’s persistent 
attempts to stir up trouble for 
Britain and France in Arabic- 
speaking countries by inciting the 
native populations to throw off the 
yoke of the alien aggressors and 
range themselves on the side of 
Duce Mussolini, “the sword of Is- 
lam.” 

By all appearances the British 
government was very reluctant to 
take these. measures to counter 
Italian propaganda. Secretary 
Eden, in fact, made several at- 
tempts to persuade Italy to aban- 
don the broadcasts. Each time 
when he made this appeal the 
broadcasts stopped for a while, or 
the speeches were toned down to 
a. less violent form, but after a 
few days the old blasts returned. 
England finally got tired of the 
procedure and now starts her own 
propaganda system. It will be a 
miracle if the battle in the ether 
which is now bound to follow does 
not serve to increase the tension 
between Britain and Italy in days 
to come. 

Even so, many eminent Britons 
still refuse to take Mussolini se- 
riously and on the whole, Eng- 
land. refuses to be stampeded by 
the Duce’s threats and intimida- 
tions. It is figured in England 
that a country which has no raw 
materials whatever does not con- 
stitute a serious danger, and that 
the Duce is still playing a game 
of bluff when he talks of taking 
complete control of the Mediter- 


ranean. 

It is realized that Signor Mus- 
solini has no other alternative but 
to talk big. Going to war with 
Britain, which would mean going 
to war. with France also, and the 
French navy alone is fully the 
equal of the Italian fleet, is out of 
the question. Nor could Mussolini 
count on Herr Hitler for such an 
enterprise, since Hitler considers 
a war with England the thing most 
to be avoided..

Sabados, of the temperance com- 
mittee, revealing that he will fight 
to the last ditch for a license 
system and that he may oppose 
the liquor store plan if the license 
program is rejected. 

Liscense System Advocated. 

Carmichael also is advocating a 
license system, similar to the plan 
rejected by the voters in June, 

All hands agreed that whatever 
liquor plan is agreed on there will 
be no effort to permit the-sale of 
liquor in those counties which 
voted dry in the June election and 
the chances are that repeal pro- 
ponents would ask only for le- 
galization in the counties which 
voted for repeal 60 per cent or 
better. 

Representative Thomas, of 
Chattooga county, the author of 
the license bill, said he would 
press for passage of his bill and 
felt certain that the house would 
adopt it. The predominantly wet 
senate is expected to pass any bill 
sent over by the house. 

Voted Down by People. 

In two previous liquor battles 
in the legislature there has been 
controversies over the license and 
state store plans but after fight- 
ing them out on the floor the di- 
vided forces were united behind 
the license plan and the’measures 
carried only to be voted down by 
the people. 

While the liquor sentiment ap- 
parently continued to grow in the

Position Made .Plain. 

In his statement, Commissioner

gers of the association declined to 
vote either for or against a liquor 
tax or any other tax as a proposal 
to replace revenues which the 
state would lose if it abandoned 
a portion of its ad valorem levy. 
The board did conclude that other 
revenues would be necessary if 
this ad valorem tax were aban- 
doned and they did proffer to the 
general assembly their support for 
such measures as the assembly 
might enact to raise these rev- 
enues.” 

While the revenue commissioner 
reorganization bill had the support 
of the Rivers administration and 
practically all of the Governor’s 
supporters worked for passage of 
the bill, its adoption was hailed as 
a personal triumph for Represen- 
tative Henderson Lanham, of 
Floyd county, who drew the bill 
and steered it through a more or 
less turbulent house. 

Harris Praises Lanham. 

Speaker Harris, who took the 
floor in behalf of. the measure, 
praised Judge Lanham’s handling 
of the bill from start to finish. 

“The revenue commission reor-

Would Apply at Once. 

TaX on gross Income would be- 
come effective this year under the 
bill, Simmons pointed out.

But the 
Simmons bill also provides that 
this sum and the additional $1,- 


treasury for the support of public 
education. 

Every taxpayer in Georgia 
would be exempt from the gross 
income tax up to $5,000, the bill 
provides. Income derived from 
sale of livestock and agricultural 
products is exempt also, when the 
sales are made by the~producers 
of the products. Insurance com- 
panies which pay the state tax on 
premiums also are exempt under 
the bill. 


A number of other types of in- 
come would enjoy modified éex- 
emptions under its provisions. ° 

Gross Earnings Clause. 

Banks, trust companies, build- 
ing and loan associations, orokers, 
commission mercnants; cotton 
merchants and factors, dealers in 
securities, finance companies, 
dealers in commercial paper and 
persons engaged in the business of 
lending money or credit would not 
be required to pay the tax on a 
basis of gross receipts but would 
pay on gross earnings. 

For the manufacturers, the bill 
provides that the gross income rep- 
resenting sale of goods produced 
by them and sold for resale would 
be exempt from the provisions of 
the bill, This would be true, 
Simmons pointed out, whether 
these sales were made in or out of 
the state of Georgia. 

The gross income tax would be 
payable quarterly and every tax- 
payer would be required to make 
his return quarterly. 

Sponsors of the bill asserted 
elimination of four of the state’s 
5 mills ad valorem levy would 
bring a much needed relief to 
heavily burdened taxpayers. Sim- 
mons, at the ways and méans com- 
mittee yesterday, declared it 
would spread the tax burden far 
more generally throughout the 
state.

You need moderate ex- 
ercise in the fresh air, balanced 
with adequate rest. Such a pro- 
gram will not make you thinner. 
It will gradually build up your 
vitality to make a weight gain pos- 
sible. Exercise is as important to 
you as to the overweight, It stim- 
ulates appetite, tones the muscles 
for steady nerves and helps you to 
relax. 

Then . . there is the large 
woman who looks her best with 
weight 10 per cent above the 
streamlined figure.

ture of the vague state known’ as 
“neurathenia”—which is certainly 
not what the name implies, that is, 
nerve weakness, nor a lack of 
nervous “energy,” since there is no 
such energy recognized iri physiol- 
ogy—is’ quick fatigability. The 
most reasonable explanation for 
this, in my opinion, is anoxia, oxy- 
gen deficiency in the tissues and 
cells, How to correct the deficiency 
or get more oxygen into the tissues 
and ceils is a problem for thé phy- 
sician to deal with a to 
the conditions in the individual 
case, I wish I might say a few 
whiffs of oxygen from a-tank from 
time to time will fix you up, but 
it is not so. It is rather a question 
of absorbing oxygen than. one of 
just inhaling ‘it. 

Physicians ascribe some other- 
wise unaccounatble errors of judg- 
ment at 4ltitudes above 8,000 feet 
to oxygen deficiency, anoxemia, 
anoxia, mild asphyxia. Such “pilot 
error” probably explains some 
mysterious airplane accidents. All 
of the symptoms of anoxia may 
occur in some persons when they 
visit places of some altitude, and 
a prompt return to or near sea 
level may be necessary to prevent 
‘nervous breakdown.” 


The precise cause of seizures of 
heart-pang in angina pectoris is 
not known beoause the examina- 
tion of the heart and arteries re- 
veals nothing in such cases, that 
may not be found in other cases 
where there has never been an 
attack. Of the various theories 
proposed to explain the paroxysm 
the most plausible at present is 
the theory of anoxia, oxygen de- 
ficiency in the heart muscle. 
Treatment based on this concep- 
tion gives excellent results, both 
inhalations of oxygen or better 
carboxygen (oxygen with 5 to /7 
per cent carbon dioxide and sub- 
cutaneous injections of oxygen. 
The tablets of nitroglycerin (glo- 
noin, glyceryl trinitrate) carried 
by many angina sufferers to take 
as an emergency relief when 
threatened with an attack, are not 
a heart stimulant, but a rapidiy 
acting (two minutes) vasodilator, 
that is, they cause dilation of the 
affected coronary arteries which 
supply blood to the heart muscle, 
and so bring more oxygen to the 
area of oxygen deficiency. From 
1-200 to 1-100 of a grain of nitro- 
glycerin in such a tablet may be 
taken without danger by anybody; 
the effect lasts perhaps half an 
hour. In fact many angina patients 
take such a dose of nitroglycerin 
three or four times a day for 
weeks or months with benefit and 
without any risk of untoward ef- 
fect. It is true that nitroglycerin 
is not a heart stimulant and is 
useless in cireulatory failure, but 
it does not follow from that fact 
that it is harmful in any way.

To be specific, there is no unan-

{There was little in President 


Roosevelt’s message that had not 
been anticipated. It was expected 
that a deficit, although perhaps 
smaller, would be carried over into 
the next fiscal year and it was 
also realized that, with the eco- 
nomic outlook so uncertain, esti- 
mates of what this deficit will be 
could be little more than guesses. 

Some jump to the conclusion 
that, with expenditures still in ex- 
cess of income and with a re- 
newal of large-scale government 
infla- 
tion is inescapable. Of course that 
depends on what one means by in- 
flation, which is a word often used 
and seldom defined, but as far as 
the government deficit is concern- 
ed, the inflationary implications 
are modified to the extent that it 
is financed by drawing upon the 
social security and other trust 
funds. The way to credit inflation 
will be reopened when the banks 
have to carry the load of govern- 
ment debt of which they have 
been relieving themselves for over 
a year past. 

Matter of Armament. 

Then we have the matter of 
armament to consider. President 
Roosevelt says that events over 
which this country has no control 
may compel him at some time in 
the future to ask even larger ap- 
propriations for the national de- 
fense than those now contemplated 
in the budget. Because recovery in 
Great Britain has rested so much 
on the housing program and the 
rearmament effort, it is assumed 
that the latter of these factors will 
produce similar results here. Per- 
haps that is so, but it is an un#ife 
foundation on which to build a 
lasting recovery. | 

Over the longer ‘period, world 
disorder, to which we have be- 
come so hardened that we no 
longer realize its proportions, 
means loss to everyone. The les- 
son of the World War ought to 
have taught us that. In his regu- 
lar message to congress, Mr. 
Roosevelt expressed the opinion 
that dictatorship could not pérma- 
nently take the place of democ- 
racy, as it now seems to be doing. 
If that should prove correct, the 
collapse of the dictator system, 
however desirable in itself from 
the democratic point of view, in- 
volves the danger of a new war.

This refers, of course, to the pri- 
vate ownership of gold. which is 
illegal in the United States but 
which is “reely bought and sold in 
London. There are alternate ways 
of hoarding and dehoarding . by 
individuals who hope to preserve 
their capital intact without look- 
ing for a return in the way of in- 
terest. 

As it stands now, the New York 
equivalent of the London price of 
gold is just a little under our of- 
ficial price, but not enough lower 
to make it profitable to buy over 
there and ship to this side for re- 
sale to our treasury. Meanwhile, 
the French make a great parade 
of the relatively small gold im- 
ports they have succeeded in 
bringing back from America. Ap- 
parently the desire is to impress 
all interested with the success of 
the French government in re- 
patriating French capital.

1 building is being constructed by 


Richards Brothers of Carrollton. 
It provides adequate space for 
shops, food and clothing labora- 
tories, and a home demonstration 
unit. / 

The building is a two-story 
modern brick and is of fire-re- 
sistant construction. It is being 


constructed by the state board of 
regents in order that a program 


at health and home economics 


may be offered at West Georgia 
College in co-operation with the 
Rosenwald foundation. The foun- 
dation has made available a gift 
of $10,000, to assist in this pro- 
gram beginning with the school 
year 1937-38. 


Two hundred and ninety-six 
students are now in attendance, 
compared with 232 when the state 
board of regents assumed control. 
Today the college is considered by 
eminent educators to be one of 
the outstanding junior colleges of 
this section. 

The college offers two years of 
college work preparing students to 
teach, to enter business and other 
similar fields, or to enter the sen- 
ior units of the university system. 


“Instruction to be offered in this 
building will be with the idea of 
instructing students in a practical 
program of home economics and 
health so that upon’ graduation 
they may return to their home 
communities and assist in develop- 
ing these communities,” Chancel- 
lor Sanford said.
